Creators of Idea Urge Assessment 
for Huge Power Pumps to 
Protect the Business 
District. 


Chicago’s much needed and long expected 
high pressure water system to protect the 
city from another great fire disaster has 
been completed—on paper. 

Of course, Mayor Buase and Fire Chief 
Horan realize that a paper water system is 
of little value in the event of a great down- 
town fire, so they are going about the work 
preliminary to raising the necessary funds 
to convert the plans into tangible facts. 

Ali that now stands between the plan and 
the finished product is the cost—$2,500,000. 
This is not as insurmountable an obstacle as 
the already depleted condition of the city 
treagury might indicate, however. Forty 


per cent of the property owners whose hold- 


ings would be affected have expressed them- 
selves as favoring 4 special aspessment to 
Gefray this cost, and tt is considered iuety 
that this plan will be adopted. _ 

The anishing touches were added to the 
“paper ’’ system yesterday, when Mayor 
Busse's joint commission returned from New 
York after viewing a test of the recently in- 
stalled fire apparatusthere. The commission 
consiste@ of Fire Marshal James Horan, 
Special Engineer Johnston, and Nathan Will 
iam MacChesney, representing the downtown 
business interests,

Power Pumps Strategically Placed. 
Chicago's high pressure system contem- 


plates the use of three centrally located 


pumping stations for producing power. By 
this method the pretected district will in- 
clude the big factory districta of the north, 
weet, and south sides instead of the loop 
alone, as at first was suggested.

Huge Engines Become Obgolete. 

One of the advantages of the proposeil 
method of fighting fires {s that the great five 
ton engines which are dragged through the , 
streets to present day conflagrations will be | 
relegated to the less fortunate residence dis- 
 tricts. It will not be necessary for the fire 
department to keep miniature coal yards at 


regular intervals in the downtewn and ad- \ 


jacent districts In order to furnish these en- 
gines with fuel. In addition the olty can 
digpense with the services of many high sal- 
arted engineers now necessary to operate 
these engines. 

Fire Chief Horan believes the {netallation 
of such a system in Chicago will be much 
cheaper than in New York, and because of 
the geographical! location of the districts to 
be protected, much more effective. 


Our System Only a Theory. 

“ How does Chicago’s preent day system 
compare with that nowin use in New York?’ 
the chief was asked yesterday afternoon, 

“Compare? Why, we have none at all,’’ 
he exclaimed, ‘‘ Our high pressure system 
for years has existed only in conversation, 
There has been much talk of one, but it has 
gone no further. The main thing to do now 
is to raise the money. The plan all is mapped 
out. 

* Had the new charter passed we could 
have raised the money to install such a sys- 
tem, but it will have to be accomplished now 
by special assessment. Our charter is so 
old that it’s moldy. It never contemplated 
a fire syatem that would protect. It didn’t 
contemplate paying for it, having mede no 


| provision by which it could be done.” 


Says Business Men Favor It. 

Mr. MacChesney, who also represents the 
Building Menagers’ association, asserted 
that a majority of the business interests 
which would be affected by such am assess- 
ment favored the new system. 

“ Everybody who has given the subject any 
attention knows that such a system absolute 
ly is eagential to the safety of the business 
district. It woukd make impossible such a 
fire as that of Baltimore or San Francisco. 

* Another great benefit to be derived from 
suc’ a system would be a guarantee of con- 
tinuous employment to the workers in these 
districts to be protected from fire. In the 
evemt of a great fire disaster one of the worst 
features is the loss to men thrown out of 
employment.” 

One of the difficulties to be overcome isthe 
question of Chicago's new subway. The ad- 
visability of installing an underground water 
system which might have to be dug up again 
and placed in a subway has been questioned 
seriously by the city’s engineers. It ts be- 
lieved, however. that K could be so placed 
as not to interfere with the subway. Also, by 
the magic of modern engineering, so placed

Case of Iron Molders’ Union. 


“A year or so ago the editor of the paper bs 
specially devoted to the Iron Molders’ union 


called upon me to say that a decree had a 
been entered in the United States Cirewlt  ~ 


court at Milwaukee in the summer of 1908 
which he regarded ag grossly tinjust and 
improper and as practically fatal to trades 
unionism. The case was that of the Iron 
Molders’ union against the Allis-Chalmers 
company of Milwaukee. The members of 
the union, having made certain demands for | 
the betterment of their conditions of service, 
which were refused, went on a strike, and 
am injunction suit followed in the United . 
States Cirouit court. The lateemployés were | 
enjoined from alleged illegal interference. 

“The final decree was of the most drastic . 
and far reaching character, and besides en- 
joining the late employés from doing sets 
which were clearly fllegal it also enjoined 
therm from any form of picketing, from in- 
ducing «employés to heave the service of the 
Allis-Chalmers company by persuasion or 
otherwise, and from any kind of interfer- 
ence with the company, direct or indirect, 
So sweeping were the terms of this injunc- 
tion thet it practically forbade the union 
from making any effort, no matter how 
peaceful and proper, to maintain their pos- 
tion in thie trade dispute ; 

“The editor of the Iron Molders’ Journal, 
Mr. J. P. Fry, brought the case before me, 
stating that the union did not know what to 
do; that its funds were limited; that he felt 
that they were suffering from a gross in- 
justice which they were powerless to rem- 
edy. I called in Mr. Taft and asked Mr. Fry 
*o lay the case before nim, as, of course, Mr. 
Taft was far more competent than 1 wag to 
express his judgment as to the legality and 
propriety of the action taken. 


Taft Thinks Writ Untenable. 

“Mr. Taft satisfied himeelf of the facts 
and at ones became exceedingly indignant 
at such an injunction having lssued. He 
stated that in his opinion the position taken 
by the court in issuing the injunction was — 
clearly untenable and that what wa’ needed 
wes that the unlon should get some fifet 
clase lawyer to represent them and should 
bring the case before the higher courts. Hise

. “Mr. Taft explained that one of the trou- 


ples of the labor unions was that often 


they did not get the best type of counsel, so 

that their case was not properly presented, 
and that in his judgment Mr. Judson would 
be sure to present this case aright. He 


‘ gtated that the decision of the court ought 


certainly to be in their favor. 
“The case was argued before the United 


Btates Circuit Court of Appeals by Mr. Jud- 


‘gon and Mr. Rubin of Milwaukee for the 


union and by Mr. James M. Beck, counsel 
for the National Manufacturers’ association, 
for the company. 
Court Upholds Right to Picket. 

“The decision of the court was handed 
down in Chicago on the 8th day of this 
month, and it justifies Judge Taft's wisdom, 
for tt sustaing the most important conten- 
tions of the labor unions. The court holds 
that while under the facts of the case the 
company was entitied to some injunction re- 
lief, the decree. went far beyond the proper 
limits.. It struck out of the decree all of the 
provisions which prevented peaceful picket- 
ing or the exercise of the right of persuasion 
in inducing employés to join the strike, and 
aiso all reference to boycotting on the ground 
that there was no boycott; as the members 
of the union had a right to refuse to handle 
‘struck’ work—that is, the work from a 
factory where they were on a strike—wher- 
ever they found it. 
“The opinion is important especiallg in 
showing that much can now be accomplished 
in getting the courts to correct abuses 
a@gainst employés in the exercise of the power 
of injunction, if such abuses are in effective 
form brought to their attention, as, thanks 
to the advice of Mr. Taft, they were brought 
in this case. The right of peaceful picketing 
‘and persuasion, so that employés may by 
peaceful means induce other emiployés to 
join them is foreibly set forth in this opinion, 
@hd it bases its decision largely upon Judge 
Taft's decision and upon the decision in the 
Wabash injunction case, which itself was 
largely based upon Judge Taft's decision, so 
that his decision is declared by the court to 
have settled the law as to "the substantial 
rights of the partie’, leaving only the applica- 
tion of the principles so declared as new cases 
arose. 

Decision Corrects Many Abuses. 


“The great importance of this opinion is 
that it corrects abuses that have crept into 
injunctions and labor disputes in the federal 
as well as the state courts. This decision 
goes far to protect the rights of working- 
men, and it does so because it is explicitly 
based upon the labor decisions of Judge Taft, 
and this decision was secured only in con- 
sequence of following the advice given by 
Mr. Taft asto the proper course of procedure. 
I speak from first hand knowledge, as I was 
personally cognizant of all the facts. 

“A more striking instance could not be 
imagined of the zealous effort of a public 
servant, which Mr. Taft then was, to secure 
justice for workingmen to Whom he thought 
injustice had been done, although the matter 
was not within his immediate control at the 
time. In this one instance Mr. Taft rendered 
to labor a great and signal service, a prac- 
tical service, which shared the peculiarity of 
Mr. Taft’s other services, for his services 
take the form of deeds rather than of mere 
words. 

Taft and Narramore Case. 

“ While on the bench Mr. Taft rendered a 
service to r so great that it can hardly 
be overestimdAted. This was in the Narra- 
more case against the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Ghicago and St. Louis railroad. The plain- 
tiff, while working in the employ of the 
company had been hurt because the company 
had not provided the protection which the 
statute required it to furnish its employés. 
He got a verdict from the jury. 

“The railroad appealed, and its counsel, 
Mr. Judson Harmon, argued that the verdict 
should be set aside because the employé 
had kept at work, although he knew the rail- 
road had violated the law, and that there- 
fore he had really contracted to take all the 
chances of being hurt. This conclusion, to 
my mind a cruelly iniquitous conclusion, had 


up to that time been sustained by most of the 


courts, including the New York State Court 
of Appeals. 

* Nevertheless, Judge Taft refused to fol- 
stating that the 
manifes¥ legislative purpose was to pratect 
the employé by positive law, for the reason 
that it had proved impossible for him to 
protect himself by contract, and that the 
entire purpose of the law would be defeated 
if the employé was aHowed by any form of 
ccatract to exempt the railroad company 
from the consequences ‘of its failure to ob- 
serve the law. 


Case Cited as Authority. - 


“This case has been cited ali over the 
United States by counsel for workmen in- 
Jured through the failure of their employers 
to furnish the protection required by statute 
for their safety. Taft's decision was that 
when a law is made applying to a dangerous 
business, in which 4,000 men are killed and 
65,000 men are injured every year, the in- 
tention is that the railroads @hall obey the 
law and that it shall not be nu ified by judi- 
etal construction, 

“ Many judges, unfortunately, have failed 
to follow his reasoning, but other judges, and 
the law making bodies as well, have followed 


. it, and this great decision marks one of the 


longest strides taken in the effort to ure 
for wageworkers full protection again&(, and 
conipensation for, injuries received by them 


in the line of their duty. Here, again, mr. 


Taft rendered one of the greatest services 


 tWat has ever been rendered to the cause of 


labor. 

“The two cases to which I have referred 
have a further. importance when it is remem- 
bered that the president now wo be chosen 
will probably. himself choose“A majority of 
the justices of the Supreme court during the 
next. four years. It would be a dreadful 
calamity to have thesé justices chosen by a 
man of less than Mr. Taft's high purpose, 
great knowledge of the needs of the people, 
and firm resolution to do justice to every in- 
dividual and every interest. This is one of 
the vital questions now before the American 
people. 

Labor on Panama Canal. 

“ Furthermore, I ask you to consider what 
Mr. Taft has actually done as an administra- 
tor. The Panama”canal has come specially 
under the direction and control of Mr. Taft as 
secretary of war. He has taken a peculiar 
interest In the men who are digging that 
canal. He has made a special study of al] 
that confronts them. He has made ‘it hfs 
business to see that their interests are in 
every way amply protected, that they have 
amrple reward, that they are well housed. 
well fed, and, so far as in his power lies, that 
they receive compensation for injuriep in- 
curred in the line of their duty. 

“ A special committee which I have ap- 
Pointed -to look into the conditions of4abor 
on the isthmus, which included upon it Mr. 


» Samuel B. Donnelly, a labor representative, 
formerly president of the International Ty- 


pographical union, has reported to me in 
effect that Uncle Sam has shown himself 
to be a model employer on the isthmus, so 
that, thanks to Mr. Taft and the care and 
supervision which he has exercised, the men 
who work for the government on the isthmus 
are on the whole better paid, better protected,

spring the administration, by its vigorous 
action, prevented a general feduction of 
wages on the railroads of the country which 
would have caused great suffering and far- 
reaching disturbance; but if Mr. Bryan were 
elected I have little doubt that the ensuing 
industrial chags, necessitating grea@ reduc- 
tion of wages and widespread nonemploy- 
ment, would be beyond the reach of such 
action as that Shins averted the threatened 
disaster last spring. 

“When the public coal lands were falling 
under monopolistic control the administra- 
tion withdrew millions of acres from entry, 
insisting to the extent of its power that the 
coal and oil under these lands shall remain 
a federal possession. For the first time in our 
history the administration has secured the 
enforcement of the eight hour law in the 
government departments and is trying to se- 
cure its extension by legislation. In the 
District of Columbia it has enacted a federal 


| child labor law which stands as a mode! law 


for state governments and their department 
of legislation. — 


Administration Aid to Labor. 

“ Beyond these remedial enactments and 
arbitrations achieved by this administration 
stands a constructive and organic program of 
federal activity in the way of social and in- 
dustrial reform. Toward this end through 
the years I have been in office I have consult- 
eé with all classes and conditions of men. We 
have been able on the whole to arrive ata 
remarkably close agreement among our- 
selves so long as all parties. representatives 
of labor and capital slike: hast in view their 
obligations to the commonwealth as joint 
workers toward this social reform. We are 
all agreed that free play shall be permitted 
only so long as it means fair play. We are 
endeavoring steadily to secure a more equit- 
able adjustment of taxation toward the ideal 
of a distribution of the several costs of gov- 
ernment in a ratio to the benefits derived. ; 

“ There is nothing in this of class or caste; 
from our program doctrinaires, individualhst 
and socialist alike, are barred. Sociology 
comes not to breed a new class warfare; it 
knows man only as man. This administra- 
tion has bent a large part of its efforts toward 
social advancement. The question has been 
asked, Why has not the netional government, 


Wageearner what, through tke department 
of agriculture, it has done for the farmer, by 
placing at his disposal through federal re- 
search the latest results of scientific dis- 
covery? : 
Time Not Ripe for Extension. 

“ My answer is, the time had not yet come 
when this was possible; we have advanced 
in,each case just as fast and as far as was 
possible with the knowledge and means at 
ourcommand. Between pure eeience or spec- 
ulative theory and its practical application 
in the hands ofa government lies of necessity 
@ gap of years, years of patient investigation 
andexperiement after truth. Ten years ago 


organic evolution in agriculture was still a 


specuimtive science. Today the farmer has 
only to specify that his wheat must ripen 
by such and such a date, stand up under 
@ certain wind velocity, bear in its seed a 
certain percentage of starch. etc., and our 
department can help build him a plant to 
order. 

“The spineless cactus and the frost proof 
ogange, soil chemistry, seed selection, and 
diversified farming have preceded in time of 
their discovery all those theories of social 
reconstruction upon which any bureau of 
labor could build. The entire task of trans- 
forming a population with every advance of 
mechanical invention, it is no exaggeration 
to state, has awaited that precise knowl- 
edge which has come only within. the last 
five years. 

Problem of the Unemployed. 

“Given that knowledge, and given wis- 
dom, self restraint, 
applying: it, and there is Hittle this nation 
cannot do for itself. With free scope for 
our federal program, we will do much to- 
ward helping each member of the indus- 
trial army to get the chance to make every- 
thing possible out of himself. We can soive 
this problem of the unemployed best by 
having no more unemployable. Already our 
Bureau of-Labor, for the past twenty years 
of necessity largely a4 statistical bureau, is 
practically a department of sociology, aim- 
ing not only to secure exact information 
about industrial conditions, but to discover 
remedies for industrial evils. 

“At this moment we are conducting iIn- 
vestigations as to the labor of women and 
children, the dised@se and mortality, rates of 
various occupations, the problem of dealing 
with the unemployed, etc. The whole prin- 
ciple of material and social advancement 
has come to a quicker fruition in our depart- 
ment of agriculture for the reason that 
biology is more easily handled with reference 
to seeds and plants and cattle than as re- 
gards men. 

“Tf is our confident ne oe ‘however, that 
applied science, if carried out according to 
our program, will succeed in achieving for 
humanity, above all for the cy industria! 
worker, results even surpassing in value 
those today in effect on the farm. 


Ruin in Bryan’s Wake. 

“We believe that Amefica should take the 
lead in this work. Much of it can begin now. 
All of it will have to be done at some time, 
and the first place in the world wi! come 
to that cougtry which does it first and best. 
The work has already been begun underthis 
administration. It will be continued and 
amplified under Mr. Taft. It will be brought 
to ruin if Mr. Bryan is elected. 

“The mational government must help to- 
ward this great reform by putting the results 
of its extended .researches at the f dis- 
posal of all citizens. We believe ngf merely 
in retaining but developing to. #he utmost 
possible extent individual initiative, but we 
are not to be frightened by any outcry of pa- 
ternalism or socialism from going into any 
experiment which promises to benefit either 
farmers or wage earners; for we regard a 
lawless and impracticable individualism as 
in itself quite 9° undesirable as the most 
deadentng forrm‘of socalism. 


Labor Should Favor Taft. 
‘*‘TIt has been charged that Mr. Taft, and 
the administration in.which he has borne 


gs prominent a part, have not been sufficient- 


ly interested in economic and industria! ques- 
tions. The above is, it seems to me, sufficient 
answer to this charge. Mr. Taft's election 
should be advocated by all who believe in 
making a far reaching effort toward the bet- 
terment of our scheme of social and industria] 
life. It should also be advocated by all who 
wish an immediate advance in these social 
and industrial conditions. 

“If Mr. Taft is not elected, a period of in- 
dustrial chaos and businéss bad times wil! 
ensue in which the workingmen will suffer 
far more than any other class. They are the 
people who, more than anyother, will pay 
the penalty. Because of their own material 
interests I believe that they should support 
Mr. Taft; and, furthermore, I believe that 
they should support bim because he has ty 
his actions ,over and over again proved 
himeelf to be a singularly fearless and offe::. 
tive champion of the rights of :apor; azd, 
above all, I feel that they should support him 
as good American citizens, because h> em. 
bodies what is best and highest in our Amer- 
ican citizenship.

NEEDED LAWS IGNORED.

While North Advances in Legis- 


lation ‘‘Bryan’s Realm” \Re- . 
mains at Standstill. 


In an open letter to Samuel Gémpers, writ- 
ten by a fellow officer In the National Féd- 
eration of Labor, the republican national 
committee has called attention to the known 
fact that the cause of labor has advanced in 
every northern state Guring the last twenty 
years, but has been at a standstill or worse 
in. the “solid south,” the stronghold of the 
democratic party and the special domain of 
William Jennings Bryan. 

“What hae labor to expect from a ¥ 
which is absolutely controlled by a section 
of the country which has shown itself hostile 
to its interests and which will surely domi- 
nate the Bryan administration if Bryan is 

lected ?’'. This ts the question put to Mr. 

mpersa, and in making his point the writer 
says: ‘'I will take the tabor legislation of 
the south and match every labor law to be 
found there with two more important meas- 
ures from the labor legislation of autocratic 
Russia.”’ 

The review of the position of the southern 
democratic states toward organized labor 
reads: 

“We hear at this time all about what the 
Bryan democracy i do if placed in power, 
but we hear very little of what this same 
brand of democracy has done in what they 
are pleased to termthesolidsouth. * _ 

“ Note the peonage system in the turpen- 
tine and lumber camps of Florida, the con- 
vict laws of Georgia, Comer’s unfriendlinéss 
to unionism in Alabama during the recent 
coal strike. 


Record Speaks for Itself. 


“If the democratic party were friendly. to 
labor does anybody believe that during the 
last half century it could not have shown 
that friendsliness more than it has? ue 

** During that period it has frequently had 
comtrol of congress... Was there any reason 
at such times why it should not have passed 
legislation in the interest of labor? It has 
now 164 men in congrese who are largely 
antagonistic to iabor. 

“The democrats have been in shaiee in 
the south almost continuously for a hundred 
years. Nearly all the northern states have 
passed a/ limited tight hour law. “For all 
those engaged in public work the hours are 
generally Umited according to this trade 
union demand. Not a single one of the far 
southern states has ever recognized such 
legislation. 

“The national child labor’ committee has 
made extraordinary efforts to get the south- 
ern democrats to pass anti-child labor bills. 
The effort has met with little success. The 
democratic friends of labor who rule the 
south will not even lessen their grip upon 
weak and helpless children. 

“ Alabama hava law prohibiting boycotting 
and it and other southern states have en- 
acted laws prohibiting intimidation or any 
conspiracy of workingmen to interfere with 
nonunion workingmen. 


‘A number of northern states have laws 


prohibiting an employer from exacting an 
agreement from an employé not to join a 
union, but in all the southern states there is 
not a single such measure. 

“They say the hotbed of Bryanism I!s in 
the south. The permanent chairman of the 
convention was the most prominent: demo- 
crat in Alabama. Well; if the legislation 
of the sauth is a good example of what en- 
thusiastic ‘Bryanites can do when they are 
in power, then God save this country from 
the Bryanites.” 

Jury Differs with Bryan. 


A fuller copy of the report of the grand jury 
of Colgate, Okla., which investigated the 
closing of the International State bank of 
that city by Bank Commissioner Smock of 
Gov. Haskell’s state, than has yet been pub- 
lished in the east shows some curious things. 

v. Haskeil and his friend William Jennings 
Bryan have tried to make an argument in 
favor of the bank guaranty system out of the 
action of the governor’s appointee in this in- 
stance, but the grand jury seemed to look 
at it differently. 

Living on the spot and presumably ac- 
quainted with the facts, the jury, a majority 
of whose members were democrats, in their 
sworn report to the court among other things 
said: 

‘‘ rom the testimony of Mr. Smock himself 
this bank was solvent when it wasclosed by 
the state and to add to the inconsistency in 
all the transactions in connection with this 
affair an abundance of proof was before the 
grand jury that the bank was in better con- 
dition when it was closed than when it be-~- 
came a state bank and was permitted torar- 
take of all the benefits and privileges of the 
state guaranty lew.”’ 


No Indictment Is Returned. 


The jury then quoted the section of the state 
banking law which provides that before the 
commissioner can permit a bank to become 
a beneficiary of that law he must examine it 
and find it perfectly solvent, and then adds: 

“It, was a serious question in the minds of 
the grand jury as to whether or not it would 
be justified in returning to your honorable 
court an indictment charging Mr. Smiock 
with the violation of this banking act, but 
inasmuch as jhe case of Conner and Elzey 
was ignored, not because there had been no 
techniéal violation of the law but.from the 
fact that an abundance‘ of testimony sub- 
mitted to the grand jury convinced them that 
everything in their power had been done to 
comply with the law. For these reasons and 
from the fact that Mr. Smock was absent no 
action was taken, but it is the further recom- 
mendation of the grand jury that Mr. Smock's 
case be brought before the next grand jury 
and investigated thoroughly.”

“T have campaigned in twenty-one states,” - 
safa Mr. Taft tonight. “ Lexpect to carry all 
of them with the exception of those south of 
the Mason and Dixon line; and possibly 
Maryland and Missouri.. The situation looks 
better than at any previous time, and I shall 
enter upon the last lap of the campaign with 
a great deal of interest and enthusiasm.” 

Mr. Taft reached here rested from his In- 
diana tour, and ‘went to the home of his 
brother, Henry. 

The campaign wilt pe concluded this week 
with a salvo of the biggest guns in the polit- 
ical batteries, as the heavy artillerymen of 
both parties struegle for the vote of New 
York. The final efforts of democrats and 

republicans will be concentrated in this 
state and here the. greatest battle of this 
campaign will be waged. 

Eyes of Country Upon New York. 

Peculiar %&ircumstances have made New 
York sufficiently doubtful to warrant both 
parties in claiming it. Consequently any lack 
of enthusiasm that may have existed 
throughout the country at large wil! be dis- 
pelled this week as the people watch the su- 
preme efforts of the candidates to win the 
vote.

Socialist. Teacher in Crane High School 
Says Debs, if Elected, Would 
' Put Them There. 


Advantages of universities as fertile fields 
for the propagation of socialism were pointed 
out by Prof. J. Howard Moore of the R. T. 
Crane Manual Training high school in an ad- 
dress before the Young People's Socialist 
league last night. 

Immediately he remarked that Debs, if 
elected, would proceed to put all the million- 
aires in jail ‘‘in place of their poor victims 
with whom the jails are now filled.” 

‘Tt is among young people that the most 
effective work for socialism can be done,”’ 
said the profesror. “ For this reason the 
universities, filled with young men and wom- 
en with receptive minds, are the most profit- 
able flelds for socialist propaganda.”’

Sect Won’t Vote While Man Alone 
Rans Nation. 


WOULDAMEND CONSTITUTION 


Refuse Allegiance Until Almighty is 
Recognized. 


New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.}—URtii the 
constitution of the United States shal! con- 
tain in ite text recognition of the supreme 
kingship of God through Jesus Christ and of 
the existence of his code of laws, all true 
covenanters, as the members of the Re- 
formed Presybterian church of this country 
style themselves, will refuse to vote on elec-. 
tion days. And until this time they will con- 
tinue to owe allegiance to no government 
aave the spiritual communion of Christ. 

This tenet of the sect, and the reasone this 
tenet was held, were expaunded today by the 
Rev. F. M. Foster, pastor of the Third Re- 
formed Presbyterian «church. The Rev. Mr. 
|: Foster chose as his text: 

And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh « 
name written king of kings and lord of lords.— 
Revelation, xiv., 16. 


_ Bay They Are Barred-as Citizens. 

‘I wish to preach this after noon on & spe- 
cial topic,” said the pastor. ‘‘ That subject 
is, “Why Reformed Presbyterians Cannot 
.Vote.” I do so in explanation of the fact 
that when the coming election day arrives 
there will be many men, members of this 
faith, who will. not go to the ballot boxes 
because they cannot vote under the condi- 
tions the United States government imposes. 

“We ask nobody's sympathy when we 
urge that Christ is king and that sincé the 
United States government does not recog- 
nize his kingship we are deprived of the 
right of being citizens of the United States. 
The covenanter’s church combats the com- 
mon belief that God created this world and 
then turned it loose to run itself: that after 
bringing the nations upon earth he left the 
n@tions to rule themselves. 


“Rulers of Earth Subordinate.” 

“The question the covenanters hold up 
is this: Are rulers of earth subordinate to 
anybody? We anewer that they are and that 
the scriptures teach throughout their entire 
length that kings and princes cannot of 
themselves rule, but only through God. If 
there be a God in Israel then there is the law - 
God has written in the scriptures. 

‘We acknowledge first the authority of 
God and of his law, and if the government 
of the United States does not acknowledge 
such a God and such a law we cannvt rec- 
ognize that government, Giving allegiance 
only to Jesua Christ, we believe that some 
day he will march into this country and his 
law be made the law of the land. Until that 
is accomplished we cannot seTvVe two mas- 
tera.” 

Mr. Foster said republicans and democrats 
each had platforms to which they swore al- 
legiance. It was sometimes hard to move a 
republican or a democrat from his platform 
to accept the platform of. the other party. 
The piatform of the whole country wee the 
constitution, the preacher continued. 


Would Amend the Constitution. 
Because the covenanter could not be moved

William Wiesenbach, Veteran 
Clarinet, Player, Passes Away. 


ACTIVE UNTIL LAST YEAR. 


Shows Pathetic Devotion to Instrument

William Wiesenbach, who was one of the 
organizers of the North Side Turner Hall 
Sunday Afternoon orchestra forty-four years 
ago, when musical organizations of merit 
were scarce in Chicago, is dead at his resi- 
dence, 379 Wells street, at the age of 75 years. 
Mr. Wiesenbach was one of the oldest mu- 
sicians in Chicago and was widely known and 
respected in the German community of the 
city. He was born in Muensberg, Germany, 
and came to Chicago in 1854. 

In the early days of the orchestra the thir- 
ty-five members played “on shares,” and 
sometimes the division of the proceeds for 
their classical music amounted to but 35 to 
40 cents apiece for an afternoon, but the 
members considered that they were inculcat- 
ing a desire for high class music in the minds 
of Chicagoans. ‘The first conductor of the 
orchestra was Christ Romanus, who is now 
85 years old. 


Served Under Noted Leaders. 

Mr. Wiesenbach also played under the late 
Theodore Thomas and Conductors Vass, Ba- 
latka, Rosenbecker, Kelling, Heinze, Bunge, 
and Bauman. He stopped active work a 


| year ago, when physicians told him his heart 


was weak, but the old.man’s love for his 
clarinet was so great that he persisted in 
practicing on it at home. 

Mr. Wiesenbach. wae a veteran of the civil 
war, having served with the Twenty-fourth 
Iitinois infantry in the Great Western Light 
Guard band. He held membership in the Tur- 
ner society, the Chicago Federation of Mu- 
sicians, and the German Musicians’ Sick Ben- 
Death was the result of a 
ralytic stroke. » 

A widow, aged 77, and three children, Her- 
man, Oscar, and Lena, also four grandchil- 


‘dren survive. Herman is a teacher of music 


in the American Conservatory of Music and 
is a member of the Chicago opera house 
orchestra. Mrs. Wiesenbach has the distince- 
tion of being one of the few women in Chi- 
cago who has celebrated both.her silver and 
golden wedding in Chicago with her husband.

“ An employé who has been in the govern- 
ment service for twenty-five or thirty years, 
if he hag been faithful, certainly is entitled 
to an annuity,” said John R. Ford, chief clerk 
in the Chicage customs house, who presided, 

“When an employé who has reached the 
age of 60 or 70 years is told he no longer is 
wanted in the service he generally has noth- 
ing to look forward to-but the poorhouse.”’

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DEATH CALLS OSSIAN GUTHRIE 


‘Father of Drainage System” Ex- 
pires After Long Illness. 


NOTED FOR HIS RESEARCHES. 


Decedent a Relative of Man Who Gave 
Chloroform to the World. | 


Ossian Guthrie, one of the oldest and most 
interesting of Chicago’s old settlers, died at 
11:30 o'clock yesterday morning at 8655 Grand 
boulevard after an illness of. fifteen weeks. 
He was 82 years old and death was due toa 
combination of years and kidney trouble. 

Mr. Guthrie was known as the “ father of 
Chicago's drainage system,” and as one of the 
midst enthusiastic geologists and engineers 
in the middle west. He was considered an 
authority on glacial formations and was an 
exponent of the glacial theory. 

Mr. Guthrie was born in Turin, N. Y., in 
1826, and was the 215th in descent of the 


extended: from Evanston to  Forty-thind 
street. Mr. Guthrie had specimens of wood 
dug up in State street. which he said be- 
longed to the now underground forest, which 
may have been destroyed by a hurricane. 

He also inventec a device for forming and 
preserving ice, and a delicate thermometer 
for taking the temperature of ice houses. 
Mr. Guthrie was an honorary member of the 
Western Society of Engineers, 


Related to Discoverer. 


Not the least of Mr. Guthrie's distinctions 
lay im the fact that he was the grandson of 
the discoverer of chloroform and percussion 
priming powder, Dr. Samuel Guthrie of Jef- 
ferson county, N. Y., who discovered chlo- 
roform in 1831 at Saeket’s Harbor, N. Y. He 
anteduted Soubeiran ig France and Liebig 
in Germany in giving the discovery to the 
world in a practical form. 

Mr. Guthrie was married five times, his last 
wife being Mrs. Elizabeth P. Flower, who 
was married to him on July 1 of last year. 
Mr. Guthrie is survived by hie widow and 
stepchildren, but he had no children by his 
marriages. Mrs. Guy McDonald, 3526 Grand 
boulevard, is a gtepdnugiter of Mr. Guthrie 
by his last marriage. 

Mr. Guthrie‘leaveés a brother and sister in 
Chicago, Ward L. Guthrie and Mrs. Evelyn

PLUNDER REMOVEDIN WAGON 


Reward :for Return of Little Girl’s

The record breaking series of burglaries 
which two years ago resulted tn the forma- 
tion of the North State Street Protective 
association by I. Marshall, who at that time 
conducted a tailoring establishment at 87 
North State street, was aygmented at li 


j| o'clock Saturday night by another burglary 


at Marshall's old stand, now conducted by 
D. Leder. About the same time Gold's cloth- 
ing store at 72 North State street was broken 
into and robbed. 

From Leder’s place the robbers followed 
their custom of taking enough goods to fill a 
large wagon, which, it is believed, they held 
in waiting in the alley. The tables in the 
shop practically were cleared and al] ‘the 
made up clothing wastaken. A large billiard 
hall across the street was filled with people 
at the time and other establishments in the 
neighborhood were well lighted. A patrol 
box is located across the street from the 
tailor shop, but the robbers smashed a large 
plate glass door in the front of the store to 
gain entrance. 


Forced by Robbers to Move. 

Mr. Marshall, who is authority on bur- 
glaries in. North State street, moved to the 
Fort Dearborn building about a year ago 
on account of the North State street rob- 
beries and the resulting disinclination of 
casualty companies to insure on North State 
street except at almost prohibitive pre 
miums. 

“That shop at 87 North State street has 
beem robbed ten times within the last six 
years,”’ said Mr. Marshall yesterday. ‘* For- 
merly the burglars entered in the rear, but 


‘immunity frem detection has made them 


so bold that they go in the front way now. 
The present proprietor of the place had an- 
other shop robbed on Ohio street in the same 
neighborhood about a year ago. 

“ There were twenty-five of us in the pro- 
tective association, and while it held to- 
gether there were more policemen around at 
8 o'clock in the morning than one will see 
now. Conditions were so bad when I was 
located there that people sometimes told me 
they were afraid to be in the neighborhood 
even at 9 o'clock at night, on account of 
holdup men and thieves. It was largely on ao- 
count of the ravages of the burglars that I 
moved downtown.’ 

Reward Increased to $200. 

As a fina) plea to the burglar or burglars 
who broke into her miHinery store at 239 
North State street In September and stole 
diamonds, jewelry, and a smal) medallion 
photo, all mementos of her dead sister, Mrs.

ROOSEVELT BLOW TO HASKELL 


Statement to Indians Gives Truth | 


as to Oil Lease. 


GOVERNOR'S LAND DEALS HI T 


Charge Regarding Osages Called De- 
liberate Falsehood, ~ 


Muskogee, Okla., Oct. 25—A statement was 
received today at the office of the com- 
missioner of the Five Civilize® tribes from 
the interior department at Washington with 
instructions to publish the same for the in- 
formation of the Osage Nation, directly:con- 
cerhed, and the Five Civilized tribes, ‘inci- 
dentally interested. 

It was also directed that every necessary 
step be taken to bring the statement to the 
notice of the individual Osage Indians. 


Haskell’s Charge Called Falsehood. 

The statement is an answer to Gov. Hask- 
ell’s recent charges, for the information of 
the Indians of the Osage Nation, anc says: 

_“ Gov. Haskell’s recent open, letter ‘to 
the president char@es that the president 
acted unfairly to the Qsage Indians in 
the matter of fixing the royalty for the 
lease of their’oil lands to the Indian Ter- 
ritory Illuminating Oil company. Gov. 
Haskell’s statements are deliberate false- 
hoods: nor does he suggest a possible 
remedy. 

“As hig disregard of truth is willful, 
no reply will be made to him personally, 
but President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Garfield are not willing that the Osage 
Indians should.not know the truth about 
these matters, in order that they may - 
not be deceived by Gov. Haskell’s false 
statements. For this reason they send 
to the Indians the truth about each of the 
charges he makes.”’ 


Governor Hit in Land Deal. 

The statement takes up Haskell’s charges 
in detail and analyzes them to show their 
“deliberate untruth.”’ The statement con- 
cludes: 

“ Haskell attempt y deliberate and 
reiterated falseho give the false im- 
pression that he is championing the inter- 
ests of the Indians. The department 
knows of one matter In which he has 

Wshown a practical interest in Indian 
affairs, and this was when he procured 
plots of valuable townsite lands from the 

Indians, the methods of which procure- 

ment are declared to be fraudulent in suits 

filed against him and now pending in the 
courts to recover for the Indians the land 
he thus procured.” 


PROMINENT NEW MEXICAN 
— AFUGITIVE FROM JUSTICE. 


Downfall of Aged Banker and Blind 
Asylum Trustee Due to Charges of 
Two Sightless Girls. 


Santa Fé, N. M., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]—With 
the. police - every south western: city and 
town on the lookout for him, R. H. Pierce, a 
wealthy banker of Alamo Gordo, this terri- 
tory, aged 60 years, is a fugitive from jus- 
tice. He is wanted, charged with a criminal 
attack upon tavo blind girls aged 14 and 16 
years, of the institute for the blind at Alamo 
Gordo. The accused man was a me Tr of 
the board of truetees. 

Indictments charging the crime have been 
returned by a grand jury at Afbuquerque, 
and wafrants of arrest have been isued. It 
is alleged the offense was committed almost 
two weeks ago at Albuquerque, where he 
took the giris to the national irrigation con- 
gréss to show what is being accomplished 
by the Alamo Gordo institution. The mat- 
ter came to light owing to one of the victims 
having macea confession to the superintend- 
ent. The matter was at once reported to 
Gov. Curry, who ordered Attorney General 
Harvey to make a rigid investigation. 

The findings of the attorney general re- 
sulted in Pierce's summary removal from the 
board of regents. The accused left for parts 
unknown. His family is prostrated. He has 
a wife and children. 

The affair-has created a great sensation 
here owing to Pierce's prominence through- 
out the .territory, of which he has been a 
‘foremost citizen for yeans.

Camp Nemo, Tenn., Oct. 25.—[Special.J— 
Soldiers, sheriffs’ posses, and private citizens 
who have been mobilized here for the purpose 
of hunting the murderers of Capt. Quentin 
Rankin, today rounded up more than fifty 
prisoners, all charged with being members 
of a secret clan of night riders in the Reel- 
foot section, Pa 

The arrests are responsible for the state- 
ment that all but five of the masked mob 
who. took Capt. Rankin and Col. Taylor 
from their hotel at Walnut Log are now 
guarded by soldiers, or are securely locked 
in jails in the five counties bordering on 
the seat of trouble. 

The most surprising event was the deten- 
tion of J. F. Carpenter, a prominent attor- 
ney of Union City, who immediately was im- 
prisoned in the guardhouse charged with 
having been in a conspiracy with the night 
riders who decoyed Capt. Rankin and Col. 
Taylor to the hotel at Walnut Log under 
the pretense of meeting a purchaser for some 
land which had been in dispute and which 
was claimed by the squatters. 


Carpenter Has Date with Men. 

Carpenter, by agreement, had preceded 
Col. Taylor and Capt. Rankin to Reelfoot 
lake the day before the tragedy, but re- 
mained at the home of relatives in the neigh- 
borhood. He was to have met the attorneys 
the day afterward, but the outrage had been 
committed, which endeé in the finding of 
Rankin’s body in the woods. Col. Tatum, in 
command of the militia, says that sufficient 
evidence is at hand to show that Carpenter 
knew of the night riders’ actions. 

It is anticipated that probably 10,000 vis- 
itors will be in Union City on Monday to 
listen to the first court proceeding toward 
the indictment of the guilty. The plan of 
Gov. Patterson is to dispose of the cases as 
quickly as possible for fear of mob violence 
from the enraged citizens of the entire north- 
west part of Tennessee. The hangman's 
knot is believed to await more than a score 
of night riders. 

Gov. Patterson spent today in Nashville. 
He has abandoned all idea of resuming his 
campaign for a second term, with the possi- 
ble exception of a final speech the night be- 
fore election.

The jury commission's 
attention is called to this problem.

He bas had business 
training which enables him to write in- 
telligently of the Bryan Oklahoma scheme.

The rascal and the thief behind a bank counter 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose. The 
honest banker of character, who has builded 
through a lifetime, carefully, a banking house 
with a reputation for all those elements. which give 
a depositor a sense of security, even though he is 
backed up by a large capital and a constantly 
augmented surplus, is forced by the state to the 
same level as the thieving, scheming financial ad- 
venturer. 

Another telling point is— 

Take away from the bank official—the tellar. the 
rumner, and the clerk—the fear of the vengeance 
of the depositor and the guaranty fund will be 
working overtime. Guarantee all banks, shift the 
responsibility for failure, and worge, to the govern- 


ment, make sure that the depositor will never 
suffer the loss. of a cent and you destroy ever 
that ‘outraged public opinion which alone makes 


possible the successful prosecution of dishonest 


and incompetent bankers. 

The measure which Mr. Bryan is cham-

An untried experiment in a half baked stage in 
Oklahoma, and is referred to as the Oklahoma 
pian. Thus far it has resulted in the multiplica- 
lacking in necessary capital and 
frequently entirely devoid of character.

peasants, workingmen, and laborers, re- 
questing that they might be allowed to take 
their diversions after service on Sundays. 
The petition was granted, and the result was 
the promulgation by royal decree of the 
so-called *‘ Book of Sports,’’ wherein a num- 
ber of pastimes were enumerated in which 
the people of Lancashire were permitted to 
indulge on the Sabbath, but which have re- 
mained forbidden in all other portions of the 
kingdom. t

The present mansion of Hoghton tower 
dates from the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
and is in the style of Haddon hall, the ban- 
queting hall being a magnificent structure, 
with over 8,000 panes of glass in the win- 
dows. But the connection of the Hoghtons 
with Hoghton tower dates from several hun- 
dred years earlier, back to the reign of 
King William Rafus, in the eleventh cen- 


tury, and the family traces its descent from. 


Leofric, earl of Mercia, the husband of the 
celebrated Lady Godiva. 

Of course Hoghiton tower was compelled 
to undergo not one but several sieges dur- 
ing the civil war, the De Hoghtons being on 
the royalist side. One of these sieges re- 
suited in the capture of Hoghton tower by 
the Roundhéads, who were under the com- 
mand of Capt. Starkie, an ancestor of the 
young man who has just married Miss Cicely 
de Hoghton. Among his prisoners was the 
lady de Hoghton of the day, while her 
brother-in-law, Capt. Hoghton, was among 
the slain. 

But the triumph of the victors ‘Was short 
lived, as one of the daughters of the house 
managed to ignite @ number of barrels of 
powder in the vaults, the explosion resulting 
in the death of sixty of the Roundheaégs, In- 
cluding Capt. Starkie, the remai:«:: taking 
flight. 

Like the archbishop of Canterbury, prt- 
mate of all England, the Sheik-ul-Islam, who 
is the Moslem primate of Turkey, at Con- 
stantinople, enjoys a salary of $75,000 a year, 
as well as the use of two handsomely ap- 
pointed palaces, the Turkish counterpart of 
the archbishop of Canterbury’s home at 
Lambeth being a palace not far from the 
Yildiz Kiosk. . 

The Sheik-ul-Islam possesses, however, 
many official attributes to which the English 
primate can lay no claim. For in addition 
to being the highest ecclesiastical dignitary 
and the supreme interpreter of the Koran. 
he is the first magistrate of the empire and 
the keeper of its great seal, as well as the 
de facto minister of justice and of eflucation. 
Twice a week he presides over the Supreme 
Court of Justice, or Arzodessi, which ie at- 
tached to his palace at Constantinople, and 
from his decisions there is no appeal. He 
has absolute control over the Imans, Mol- 
lahs, Ulemas, and Softas, as well as over 
the superiors of the various medrasses or 
theological colleges and all judicial and re- 
ligious institutions. 

While he owes his appointment to the sul- 
tan, yet he has it in his power to depose 
the latter by relieving the people of their 
allegiance, if in his opinion the padishah 
has been guilty of anything calculated to 
forfeit that allegiance. 

~~ 


And, although the sultan was credited, at 
any rate until the recent coup d'état, with 
possessing absolute power, there always 
have been a number of things he was unable 
to do without a fetvah, bearing the seal of 
the empire and the signature of ite keeper— 
namely: the Sheik-ul-Islam, who alone could 
issue that fetvah. When, for instance, the 
military pronunciamento took place at 
Adrianople, by Means of which the new 
order of things was inaugurated In Turkey, 
the sultan immeédiately ordered troops to 
be dispatched to Acrianople to suppress the 
insurrection and to crush the mutineers. 

His ministers pointed out to him that, ac- 
cording to immemorial usage and to the 
teachings of the Koran, Moslem troops could 
not be used against their coreligionists with- 
out a fetvah issued by the Sheik-ul-Islam, 
and when the latter Was appealed to by the 
sultan to issué a decree of this kipd, he re- 
fused to do so on the ground that the in- 
gurgents, in ‘clamoring for the enforcement 
of the constitution granted in 1876 by the 
sultan; and never repealed, had been gulity 
of no offense in the eyes of the Koran merit- 
ing their proscription by a fetvah. It was 
this attitude of the Sheik-ul-Islam which 
forced the sultan to yield and to introduce 
the present régime. 

~~ 

The Sheik-ul-Islam enjoys precedence over 
all the dignitaries of the Ottoman empire, 
and his rank is £0 exalted that he can marry 
into the imperial family on a footing of 
equality. On ordinary occasions he wears 
the old fashioned Turkish costume, a dark 
eaftan or cloak, lined with fur, and a green 
turban, wound around a féz. But on state 
occasions his robes,are of white. cashmere, 
edged with gold, and his mantle light green, 
also heavily edged with gold. 

Although he occupies so influential a rdle at 
Stamboul, yet he does not often come into 
contact with foreigners, even with those 
accredited to the sublime porte in an official 
capacity, and it is only the diplomats who 
are gifted with more than ordinary shrewd. 
ness Who cultivate his acquaintance. 

As I have mentioned above, he owes hig 
appointment to the sultan. But the latter 
cannot dismies bim, and the only way that 
he can remove him is by means of polson, for 
which there are many prececents. In fact, 
if the truth were known, it probably wouid 
be found there were just as few Sheiks-u}. 
Islam who have succumbed to natural causes 
as sultans of Turkey. .

t, 283—[Editor of The Trib- 
. A. K) Steele is quoted in two 
Chicago spapers as stating that the state 
medical sopieties were opposed to Gov. 
Deneen on account of his veto of a bill to put 
medical education under the control of the 
state university. This bill was for the pur- 
pose of appropriating $386,000 to purchase the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, in which 
Dr. Steele controlled a large part of the stock. 

Nine medical colleges in Chicago and twd 
state medical societies opposed the passage 
of this bill for the réason that the state did 
not need to enter into medical college teech- 
ing when euch inetitutions as the Rush, 
Northwestern university, Hahnemann, and 
Bennett Medical colleges, which were in ex- 
istence years before the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons was organized, were doing 
their work so efficiently. 

The Lllineis State Eclectic Medical society, 
representing 1,200 physicians, voted unani- 
mously against this bill and indorsed Gov. 
Deneen and his administration. During the 
least legislature representatives of all the 
state medical societies framed a dill elevat- 
ing the standard of preliminary requirements 
to enter a medical college. This was passed 
by the legislature and signed by the gov- 
ernor, #0 that at the present time the super- 
intendent of public instruction is now the 
judge of the fitness of a studemt to entera 
medical college. 

The bill referred to by Dr. Steele was sim- 
ply a bill to unload on the taxpayers at a high 
figure a property which was a money loser.

To Make a Whipped Ruffle. 


Whipping is only used on thin materials, 
such as lace, net, and sheer lawns and linen. 
It is done by overcasting a rolled edge and 
Grawing up the thread. For a hemmed 
ruffle, the upper edge of the material shouidc 
be rolled toward you tnto the smallest possi- 
ble space between the thumb and forefinger 
of the right hand. Continue with the iefr 
hand after it has been started and overcast 
from the right end, putting the needle under 
the coil each time. Draw the thread up with 
every few stitches. If the stitches are taken 
regularly, there will be no difficulty in draw-~ 
ing up the thread. The edge of a whipped 
ruffie should be overbanded to the material. 
A whipped ruffie should be at least twice the 
length of the space to which itis to be sewed. 


Steam Bath for Shin. 

A magical skin whitener and beautifier, 
and one which isa favorite of French wom- 
en, who are authorities on what is good for 
the ekin, is the steam bath. To prepare the 
steam bath pour two quarts of boiling water 
in a large pan or bowl, and into this drop one 
teaspoonful of tincture of benzoin. The 
water immediately will become milky and 
the steam fragrant. Have at hand a large 
bath towel and ag soon as the benzoin is 
added to the water bend over the basin so 
that the steam arises to the face and throw 
the towel over the head and shoylders so 
that the face is enveloped, thus preventing 
the steam from escaping. 

Steam the face and neck for ten minutes. 
Now fill a basin with warm water and dis- 
solve a teaspoonful of finel¥Y powdered borax 
in it. Wash the face thoroughly in this, as 
the pores are all open and the grime and dirt 
loosened. Rinse the face carefully in warm 
water and dry carefully. Massage the skin 
earefully with a good skin food or cold 
cream and leave it on the face for half an 
hour ‘so that the pores may absorb all they 
will. Then rub off all. remaining grease. 
The best time to take this treatment is just 
before going to bed, as the pores are opened 
by the procesgsand they need a complete rest.

BEEFSTEAK AND KIDNEY PUDDING. 
~Two poundg of rump steak cut in small 
pieces, two kidneys cut small, line a deep 
dish with a good suet crust, place alter- 
nately a layer or kidney and steak, with 
salt and pepper, until the dish is full; pour 
in sufficient water to come within two 
inches of the top, cover the pudding, press 
two crusts together, that the gravy may not 
escape. Flour a pudding cloth, tie it over the 
pudding, put into boiling water, and boil 
steadily for four hours.

It Will Serve Two Purposes. 

The addition to the institution {s to be 
400x60 feet in area and four stories in heigh t. 
It will cost $150,000. The building in use 
at present is 300x50 feet in area and was 
built three years ago. Prior to that time 
the house was at Hill and Market streets for 
almost fifty years. The institution houses 
at present 478 inmates and 88 sisters. The 
new building will serve two purposes. It 
will be the convent proper for the sisters and 
will enable the four classes of inmates to 
be absolutely segregated. This is considered 
of great importance. 

The first class of inmates are the “ magda- 
lens " or women of the streets, who heve vol- 
untarily given up their old life and are at- 
tempting to reform. These women are free 
to come at any time and stay as long as 
they please. There are some of them who 
have known no other home but the convent 
for twenty years. 

Another class is the young women sen- 
tenced to the institution by the Criminal 
court. A third class is formed of the girls 
sentenced by the Juvenile court. A fourth 
class is composed of small children, incor- 
rigible or of wayward tendencies, placed in 
the institution by their parents. Each of 
these classes can be kept entirely separate 
from the others as soon as the new building 
is completed.

Dr.Schanfarber Condemns Action 
of the Clergy Against Cannon. 


FOR FREEDOM OF RELIGION. 


Declares Only Bigots Criticise Mr. Taft 
for Being Unitarian. 


Admitting that churches should be inter- 
ested in local and national politics, Rabbi 
Tobias Schanfarber yesterday disapproved 
of organized religious denomirations adopt- 
ing resolutions condemning candidates for 
office. 

His remarks were made in a sermon 
preached in People’s Liberal church, of 
which the Rev. R. A. White is pastor. It 
was evident that he referred to the opposi- 
tion of some churches to the reélection of 
Joseph G. Cannon, although he did not men- 
tion Mr. Cannon’s name. 

‘“* While we believe it within the province of 
the church to enter the domain of politics,” 
he said, *‘ we do not believe in its taking a 
hand in these matters as a church. We do 
not Want to see our national house of repre- 
sentatives governed by a man who resorts to 
the tactics of a czar and one who prevents all 
legislation on vital questions that he does 
not desire to see enacted, but we believe it to 
be @ grave mistake for church councils and 
church conventions, for Presbyterians, Bap- 
tists, and Methodists in conclave assembled 
to adopt resolutions denouncing an aspirant 
for office and asking its followers ag a church 
to help in his downfall and ruin. It looks too 
much like an alliance between church and 
state, and if the church as a body gets into 
politics, what~is to prevent the state from 
meddiing with its affairs?

ORDERS DOCTORS TO REPORT 


ALL TUBERCULOSIS CASES. 


Health Department Makes New Rule, 
Effective Nov. 6—Scarlet Fever and 
Diphtheria. Spread Through Neglect. 


The continued fig against diphtheria and 
scarlet fever and the decision to strictly en- 
force the rule requiring doctors to report all 
cases of tuberculosis were the chief de 
velopments of the last week as set out In the 
bulletin of the health department. 

The department eighteen months ago asked 
physicians to report cases of tuberculosis 
during life. About 3,000 cases werereported, 


but it has been estimated that twice that 


many have ndt been reported. Nov. 6 has 
been set as the date for tightening the Hines, 
After that date every doctor, under penalty 
of prosecution, must report immediately 
every case of consumption that he treata. 

“ ‘The treatment of the case is not our con- 
cern,”’ says the bulletin. “ We want to know 
what care is being taken to protect the well. 
The man who would hide a case of contagion 
is a far worse citizen then a thief or a mur- 
derer. He harms his neighbors, not from 
violent passion or dire need—his act ie de- 
liberate,’’ 

The spread of scarlet fever and diphtheria 
is commented on as due to this neglect. An 
attempt was made to help matters in the 
stricken neighborhood back of the yards by 
having all the priests and ministers in that 
locality instruct their congregations in the 
Ineasures to be taken in cage of Infection. 

With regard to the spreadof diphtheria the 
bulletin says: “* The indifference of some to 
the dangers of this disease is nothing short 
of criminal. It leads to concealment of 
cases, disregard of quarantine, and failure 
to apply the required early treatment. Hun- 
dreds of little children are each year need- 
lessly deprived of their lives by diphtheria 
simply because they are denied the necessary 
medical treatment unti} too late.’’

INVALIDS IN MAROON CAMP. 
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Schott and Ehrhorn Not Likely 
to Play Minnesota. 


DOUBLE PROBLEM FOR STAGG 


Small Squad Makes Loss More Severe; 
Worthwine May Go Behind Line. 


With next Saturday's Minnesota game 
looming large on the football horizon, Coach 
A. A. Stagg will begin the final week of train- 
ing for the Gophers today at Marshall field 
without knowing the lineup of the team he 
will send against the northern foe. The 
director finds himself in a decidedly embar- 
rassing position over the Maroon eleven's 
disorganized condition almost on the eve of 
the important battle. 

The Maroon situation resolved itself into 
a puzzle when Coach Stagg received word 
yesterday morning that Schott, the regular 
full back, and Ehrhorn, the varsity right 
guard, showed no improvement and in all 
probability would not be able to get into the 
Minnesota game. Both of the hospital sub- 
jects seem %o be down and out, and the coach 
will have to perform a miracle in the art of 
shifting his playersif heis to patch theeleven 
into the same state of efficiency seen in the 
previous games. 


Schott’s Shoes Hard to Fill. 

While Worthwine and Falk have. been 
practiced at full back for the last week, 
Coach Stagg had hopes that Schott would 
rally and get into first class shape by today. 
The news that he would remain in the hos- 
pital came as a hard blow, as it meant that 
either Falk or Worthwine will have to be 
taken out of the line to fill the invalid’'s shoes. 

The .Maroons adherents think Worthwine 
will get possession of the full back position, 
which he filled in the Illinois game a week ago 
last Saturday. He has proved himself a shifty, 
heady back, a powerful line bucker, and a good 
running mate for Iddings and Crowley, and even 
Coach Stagg believes it might be dangerous to in- 
trust the position to any other Maroon, although 
Falk has had considerable back fleld experience. 

Should. Worthwine satisfy Stagg of his ability to 
fit into the back fleld and assist in the ‘‘ peekaboo ”’ 
offerse, there will still be left a weighty problem 
as to the disposition of Falk in the forward wall.

Political discussions and wunseasonably 
high temperatures modified to some extent 
the satisfactory progress which has been 
steadily noted in. wholesale trade lines, but, 
although the demand for many commodities 
was restricted, offerings were not pressed 
on the market any faster than trade re- 
quired, and no ill effects resulted. Merchants 
realized that some moderation of business 
activities was to be expected, and they did 
not try to rush matters by damaging price 
cutting. 

Demand for ary goods, clothing, and foot- 
wear was of satisfactory volume, and certain 
lines of the former were quoted at an ad- 
vance in prices, Outward movement of gro- 
ceries was of large proportions, many de- 
liveries on orders booked during the sum- 
mer months being made. Prices of sugar ad- 
vanced twenty points, but fn other commod- 
ities the tendency of values was toward 
lower levels, due to increased offerings of new 
crop goods. a 

Developments in‘ the steel trade awaited 
the clearing of the political situation, but the 
large number of awards which were pending 
had a sustaining effect on prices and the mar- 
ket held and closed in good condition. Sales- 
men reported business steady and on a cor-~- 
stantly increasing ratio. 

Production and outward movement of tum- 
ber were increased both soft and hard wood 
meeting with a gratifying demand. Prices of 
yellow pine were not so Closely adhered to, 
although they continued in a satisfactory po- 
sition, while all other lines showed up well. 


BUYING OF STOCKS HEAVIER; 
MORE CONFIDENCE IS SHOWN. 


Wall Street Tone Reflected in Greater 
Demand for Good Investments— 
Strong Position Held hy Banks. — 


[NEW YORK. TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—[Special.]—Foreign 
markets continued to pay last week some 
little deference to the Balkan situation asa 
possible source of further disturbance to 
financial affairs, but their recognition of Its 
continued presence was negative rather than 
positive, and as it led to no renewal of the 
liquidation of American securities in this 
market the stock exchange turned to other 
matters for inspiration. 

Whether or not all this is reversed during 
the present week when New York state will 
become the field for the final battle in the 
campaign, certainly there was in the finan- 
cial community last week a noteworthy 


spread of confidence in Mr. Taft’s success 


and as a corollary heavy buying of atecks 
and bonds. 


Politics Factor in Market. 


It would be too much to say that any gen- 
eral buying of stocks was prompted by po- 
litical considerations. There were purchases, 
however, in the bond department which 
seemed predicated upon similar reasoning, 
and over the counters of bond houses there 
went forward a steady volume of business in 
the best class of securities. That this will 
assume even greater proportions in the event 
of republican success next week seems cer- 
tain in ylew of the improvement in business 
and the outlook for continued ease in money. 
Commission house business continued rela- 
tively dull and the purchases from day to day 
were seemingly concluded for the account 
of larger financial interests not only of this 
city, but of other cities the country over. 

The tone of the market even during the 
several periods of profit taking and profes- 
sional attacks, which came at intervals dur- 
ing the week, was hard and strong, although 
there was almost complete absence of #x- 
cited and artificial up bidding. Signs multi- 
plied that trade conditions with the election 
once out of the way, will undergo further 
and rapid improvement. 


Banks in Good Position. 

As a rule the final days of October mark 
the end of the fall outflow of money from 
this city for crop moving purposes. This 
year harvests have not been delayed unduly 
and it is, therefore, a fair presumption that 
the rule mentioned will obtain. Not in many 
years has the west’s demand for the crop 
funds been so slight, the expianation being 
readily found, of course, In the strong cash 
position of inland banks following their post- 
panic accumulation of money. Inasmuch as 
there is no reason to look for any further 
withdrawals by the interior, and, on the 
contrary, it is reasonable to look for offerings 
of funds in this market by inland Institu- 
tions, it seems to follow that money market 
rates will depend largely upon the develop- 
ment of investment movement. 

Ease in the European markets appears no 
less assured than at home, @ tact made clear 
by such bank returns as those made last 
week by the Bank of England, with its al- 
most unprecedented proportion of reserve 
to liabilities for this season of the year, and 
of the Bank of France, whose goid holdings 
are at record figures. 


London Money Rate Hardens. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUYE.] 
LONDON, Oct. 25.—Announcement of an 
iseue of treasury bills hardened the money 
market at the close of the week. Exactly 
what effect the payments which must be 
made tomorrow will have is awaited with 
keen interest.

Confidence in Berlin.

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PROST STIRS WHEAT TRADE 


Reports of Damage to the Ar- 
gentine Crop Are Conflicting. 


MAIZE BELT GETS A SOAKING. 
Coarse Grain Market Much Influenced 
by Weather Conditions. 


Reports of damage from frost In the Ar- 
gentine were sufficiently convincing last 
week to curb bearish aggressiveness and to 
hold down lquidation in the wheat mar- 
ket. They injected much nervousness into 
the. general trade, and the conflicting char- 
acter of them kept the operators guessing 
throughout, Statistically, the situation fa- 
vored the market pessimists, primary re- 
ceipts running well above those of a year 
ago, although not showing as\heavy as the 
record breakers of a short time ago, and the 
visible supply swelling immensely. Despite 
the marked accumulation of stocks at prinr 
cipal distributing centers, the cash deman¢c 
continued strong, with the premium for No. 
1 northern at Minneapolis showing the 
strongest of the crop year.. Week end quo- 
tations showed %@%c lower for December, 
Jee firmer for May, and \%c easier for July, 
compared to the finals of the week before. 

Traders Stirred by Frost Talk. 

The Argentine frosts threw the trade into 
a state of much excitement, some of the ad- 
vices indicating that much damage had 're- 
sulted from the visit of the “‘ nipper,” but 
others belittlec¢ claims of marked injury to 
the grain in sections where the harvester 
will get busy late next month. Throughout 
the week the frost messages came pro and 
con, and on Saturday the trade was about as 
much in the dark as the true state of affairs 
as when the initial advices came. The 
more conservative cables estimated damage 
at about 5 per cent, although there was 
strong talk to the effect that 10 per cent of 
the crop had been @amaged. Crop news 
early in the period from the South Amer- 
ican republic was generally favorable, indi- 
cating a total yield of approximately 215,- 
000,000 bu. The week's exports from that 
country were much lighter than Broomhall 
late the week before had figured they would 
be, and there was less pressure of Argentine 
offerings at the English centers, 


Rain for Winter Wheat Country. 

It was not until Friday night that the rains 
which had thoroughly soaked sections west 
of the Mississippi swung this side of the big 
stream and reached the long dry winter 
wheat regions of the central west. Mosi of 
the reports received in the course of the week 
were anything but favorable on fall plow- 
ing and seecing, and the trade felt reasonably 
convinced that the seeded area in parts of 
the central sections would fall materially 
under that of last year. uch of the seed 
already planted has shown little advance- 
ment decause of the long period of drought, 
although the heavy rains west of the Mis- 
sissippi are said to have helped the grain 
immensely. Weather in the domestic and 
Canadian northwest the greater part of the 
week was rough and blustery, although re- 
ceipts at the leading points continued to show 
in excess of those of @ year ago, although 
falling under the heavy movement of a few 
weeks ago. The bulls at times appeared tc 
be discouraged at the failure of the long 
predicted cecrease in receipts to materialize 

Large Flour Sales Northwest. 

Minneapolis reported large sales of flour, 
and most of the big mills there were operat- 
ing at full capacity, many of them being 
booked far into the future. The milling 
situation in the southwest also was strong, 
and Kansas City and St. Louis continued to 
sell freely to country flourmakers. There 
was a broader demand for cash wheat at the 
jocal sample tables, although general busi- 
ness was not voluminous. Traders in general 
are quite confident that this week will wit- 
ness & marked falling off in receipts at both 
southwestern and northwestern points, 

Corn Belt Visited by Rain. 

Heavinessa characterized the tone of the 
corn market much of the week, but general 
rains over the belt worked for some improve- 
ment in vaiues late in the week. General 
trade was not unusually active, although the 
climatological conditions served to keep the 
trade considerably nervous and cautious. 
Week end quotations showed declines of \%c 
for’ December, %c for May, and %c for July 
compared to the finals of the previous week. 

While the unsettled weather was taken to 
mean that the movement frédm the farms 
would be interfered with, and that the grad- 
ing might suffer to some extent, traders fig- 
ured that the predicted cold weather to fol- 
low in the wake of the precipitations would 
inject life Into the movement and do much to 
condition the new cereal. The receipts at 
primary points for the week fell much under 
those of the corresponding period last year, 
and men supposedly close to the country 
pulse said that farmers were not much dis- 
posed to sell freely at prevailing prices. 
There were nibblings by foreigners, and, 
while published figures did not indicate much 
breadth to the export demand, it was be- 
lieved that total workings ran up to fair pro- 
portions. The domestic cash demand was 
moderately active, although the east, whoee 
stocks are reported to be dangerously low, 
still is hoiding out for further price conces- 
siong. 


Oats Quiet and Easier. 

The oats market, painfully dull and unin- 
teresting most of the time, pointed down- 
ward last week, the final quotations on Sat- 
urday representing net declines of We for 
December, %c for May, and %ec for July, com- 
pared to those of the preceding Saturday. 
The cash demand was ohly moderately active 
at best, and prices at the tables displayed 
heaviness, Receipts from the country were 
of fair volume. Bulls stick tenaciously to the 
belief that the shortage of the new crop will 
guarantee strength in the market, but there 
are those among the more conservative op- 
erators who figure that prices could sag sev- 
eral cents and still represent the true value 
of the grain. The public is doing virtually 
nothing in the market, almost all business 
coming from floor speculators, who are mov- 
ing sluggishly.

Piles of good to choice steers and hogs were 
exceptionally light last week, and the dispo- 
sition to economize and reduce feeding opera- 
tions more apparent than ever before. Let- 
ters received from the country indicated that 
farmers throughout the corn belt were 
strongly opposed to feeding high priced corn 
to live stock that was selling at prices which 
left them little or no profit. Producers who 
were doing any. feeding at all -were doing so 
on @ much smalier scale than in previous 
years, and there were many who said that 
it Was their intentian not to feed any stock 
for market. Among the latter were pro- 
ducers who sold hogs at around $4.00 last. 
winter, and by the way they were marketing 
Pigs and light hogs which were just right for 
feeding purposes it was evident that they 
had not forgotten last year’s experience, 
The average weight of hogs last week, esti- 
mated at 204 lbs, stood the lightest on record 
for this time of the year, and the lightest of 
any week since March, 1904, when the aver- 
age fell to 199 lbs. Sheep and lambs sold at 
reduced prices, but the market closed in good 
condition, and traders expressed the opinion 
that, with lighter receipts this week, they 
would be enabled to rally the market and re- 
cover much lost ground.

ONLY AIDS HIS CAMPAIGNS. 


Expects His Enemies’ Attacks After 
Every Advertising Move.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 25.—{ Special. }—Yrhomas 
W. Lawson talked freely tonight about the 
complaints made to the United States gov- 
ernment against his’ business which have 
caused postal inspectors to be put om the case. 

A logical outcome of such an examination 
would be a fraud order if the charges pre- 
ferred were to be established. This is a sum- 
nary remedy placed in the hands of the post- 
master general where use is being made of 
the United States mails for swindling of 
fraudulent purposes. 

It is supplementary to ordtnary legal re- 
dress, and invoked where the procedure of 
courts is insufficiently swift or inadequate 
in preliminary stages to protect unwary users 
of the mails, 

Lawson Says He Likes It. 

“We like to have the government know 
what we are doing, and we always welcome 
investigation,"’ said Mr. Lawson. ‘ Every 
advertising campaign stirs up our enemies. 
We are always looking for stich proceedings. 

“ This investigation of my work happened 
to come coincidently with an anonymous ad- 
vertisement calling for information regard- 
ing one of my stocks and signed ‘ Congres- 
sional Information Bureau.’ This gave many 
people the impression that government offi- 
cials Inspired it. In reality it was done only 
to raid the stock against which it was di- 
rected. : 

“I was sick at the time it was published, 
but I hurried to town to offset the temporary 
damage it had done. The advertisement 
served its purpose so far as breaking the 
price of the stock for that day was con- 
cerned, but I followed it with an advertise- 
ment myself offering $10,000 for the arrest 
and conviction of the person behind the 
placing of the advertisement. 

“As far as the government investigation 
goes, | am tickled to death to have them 
look up my business. The more they can 
show the condition of affairs in my stock 
the better pleased I would be, for it is this 
kind of advertisement I want. . 

“There are always lots of people, the 
minute J step on their corns, who complain 
about my methods of doing business. - 


Mails Unnecessary for His End. 

**I want to say that I don't sell anything. 
If any mony orders or checks are sent to 
us we always return them. All my cam- 
paigns are in the open market, done by ad- 
vertising. We hever have to use the maiis, 
for we refer all prospective buyers to brokers. 

“I received a letter from government offi- 
clals requesting an appointment the same 
day the advertisement from Washington 
appeared. This letter was mailed to me the 
day before the advertisement was published, 

‘The complaints which the postoffice offi- 
cials have received are letters coming, with- 


out doubt, from my enemies, and, as I have .
